Lyme survivor calls for review

It only appeared to be a 
cold at first during the 
Christmas holidays in 
2004* but Ed Sperling’s 
symptoms later caused 
him to miss an entire year 
of school and doctors in 
Alberta were unable to 
properly treat him, say his 
parents. 
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The 19-year-old, 
who is now study¬ 
ing at the University 
of Alberta, was diag¬ 
nosed with Lyme 
Disease, a rare bac¬ 
terial infection that 
causes nervous sys¬ 
tem disorders if it’s 
not properly treat¬ 
ed. 

His parents believe he 
contracted the disease 
when he was 15 in Califor¬ 


nia, where the fami¬ 
ly lived before mov¬ 
ing back to Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Sperling, however, 
was not diagnosed 
by doctors in Alberta 
because the criteria 
to diagnose patients 
with the disease are 
“unrealistically stringent” 
since the illness is not 
common here, said Sper¬ 
ling’s father, Felix. 


Since Alberta doctors did 
not treat Sterling in time 
with antibiotics, he fell in¬ 
to a catatonic state, his 
parents said. They franti¬ 
cally sent a sample of his 
blood for a diagnosis to 
doctors in California. 

“1 would freeze, and 1 
would have a total lack of 
appetite,” said Sperling 
who admitted to being told 
by people that he was fak¬ 
ing his illness. 


“1 was totally disabled, so 
1 couldn’t walk to school.” 

Alberta Liberal Leader 
Kevin Taft, who represents 
the Sperlings in Edmon- 
ton-Riverview, called on 
the Tory government yes¬ 
terday to work with the 
Canadian Lyme Disease 
Foundation to begin a for¬ 
mal public review of Lyme 
disease in Alberta. 

“I’m sure there are a lot 
of people out there who

Driver resigns 
after child left 
asleep on bus 

SCHOOL A forgotten three- 
year-old child on a school 
bus could be the third 
strike for a local bus com¬ 
pany, Edmonton Catholic 
School Board officials said. 

Leigh Lamb was on her 
way to a multicultural pre¬ 
school program at Mother 
Theresa Elementary School 
(9008 - 105 A Avenue) 
Wednesday morning, and 
fell asleep along the way. 

When the driver count¬ 
ed heads of the six chil¬ 
dren getting off the bus, 
the girl was overlooked, 
and marked absent. Three 
hours later, the driver no¬ 
ticed the child was sleep¬ 
ing on the bus. 

After realizing her mis¬ 
take, the bus driver quietly 
resigned yesterday. 

This is the third incident 
in under a year that has 
risen from employees at 
R.L. Smith Transportation, 
one of the Catholic school 
board’s five carriers. 

“We have some very se¬ 
rious concerns with R.L.

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On the second anniversary 
of her son’s death, 

Marlene McGillis curled up 
on his frozen grave and lay 
with her son all afternoon. 

“There she was, laying 
there with a blanket on his 
grave in -13 C,” Dylan 
McGillis’ fa¬ 
ther, Grant 
McGillis, 
said yester¬ 
day, describ¬ 
ing the 

scene he 

found upon 
pulling up 
to the ceme¬ 
tery 

Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Dylan, a 20-year-old fa¬ 
ther-to-be was swarmed in 
an unprovoked attack by a 
group of men on Whyte 
Avenue on Nov. 19, 2006, 
and stabbed in the chest. 
He was taken to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Hospital,

and though he underwent 
three emergency surgeries, 
died the same day. 

“I have horrible memo¬ 
ries of watching him in the 
hospital, all the blood that 
was there in that room, 
the emergency surgeries, 
and wires and tubes. It’s 
tough to relive it, but 
that’s what our lives are 
now,” Grant said. 

The Lloydminster man 
became a father eight 
months after he was mur¬ 
dered. 

His baby daughter, Dae- 
lyn, is being raised by his 
grieving girlfriend, 

Natasha Brouwer, who 
was slashed on her arms 


in the attack. 

“His daughter will never, 
ever, have the things that 
most little girls would take 
for granted, and that’s hav¬ 
ing their dad in their life,” 
Grant said. 

Dylan’s family and 
friends still hold onto hope 
that his killer will be 
found, and are holding a 
candlelight vigil in his 
memory this Saturday 
night on the corner of 106 
Street and Whyte Avenue, 
the very spot Dylan was fa¬ 
tally wounded. 

Police recently released 
photos of persons of inter¬ 
est in the case, which Dy¬ 
lan’s family members will 
be passing out, in hopes 
that someone can help 
identify them. 

“All we have left is hope. 
I can’t give up, and I won’t 
give up,” Grant said. “Dy¬ 
lan deserves that, not only 
from me, but from the EPS 
and people that were out 
on Wh 5 Te Avenue that 
night and may have been 
part of the beating.”

Government names new 15 -member health board

Health Minister Ron liepert 
has handpicked a 15-mem- 
ber board that is expected to 
reshape health care across 
the province, but NDP 
Leader Brian Mason says all 
the appointees are Tory 
friends in the private sector. 

“This is a board that is 
full of corporate executives 
and directors,” said Mason. 


“And in some cases there 
appears to 
be real prob¬ 
lems and re¬ 
al conflicts 
of interest 
here.” 

Mason 
said one of 
the new 
members, 

Tony 

Franceschi- 
ni, heads up Stantec Inc., 
which has multiple con¬ 


tracts with the health-care 
system, including the new 
Grande Prairie Regional 
Health Facility. 

Mason said this appoint¬ 
ment is “fraught with ma¬ 
jor conflicts of interest.” 

“There is no conflict of 
interest,” said Liepert in the 
legislature yesterday. 

“(He) is one of the pre¬ 
eminent leaders in this 
city.” 

The new board, which 
will report directly to the 


health minister, includes 
13 members from Alberta, 
one from Ontario, and one 
member from the United 
States. 

Liepert changed the sta¬ 
tus of the seven current 
board members from inter¬ 
im to permanent, and 
named eight new members. 

Former MacLeod MP Ken 
Hughes will continue to 
chair the board that is 
made up of lawyers, a 
banker, educators, a physi¬ 


cian, an accountant and a 
former Tory Alberta MLA. 

The move comes after 
the province replaced its 
nine regional health boards 
with one supberboard 
Liepert said would allow 
health care to be more ac¬ 
cessible across the 
province.

Tories project deficit 



"Its a made-in-Canada

The Canadian government 
will run a budget deficit 
for the first time in over a 
decade as the economy 
slides into a mild re¬ 
cession, the new 
parliamentary budget offi¬ 
cer predicted yesterday. 

The gloomy outlook pro¬ 
vided by Kevin Page, the 
budget officer, provided 
ammunition for the Liber¬ 
als, who accused Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
of irresponsible spending 
and poor economic stew¬ 
ardship. 

“The most interesting 
point was the statement in 
black and white that this 
deficit is not because of a 
global economic situation, 
but its entirely because of 


actions taken by the Harp¬ 
er government,” said Liber¬ 
al legislator John McCal¬ 
lum. 

“It’s a made-in-Canada 
Stephen Harper deficit,” he 
said. 

Based on the average 
forecast of private-sector 
economists, the report 
forecasts a deficit of $3.9 
billion in the 2009-10 fiscal 
year starting April 1, a 
deficit of $1.4 billion in 
2010-11, followed by small 
surpluses in the next two 


years. 

Page is predicting 
deficits of between $12 bil¬ 
lion and $14 billion in each 
of the next four years. The 
newly re-elected Conserva¬ 
tives insisted throughout 
this year’s campaign that 
they would continue to 
balance the books 
Ottawa is seen running a 
surplus of $4 billion in the 
current fiscal year, down 
sharply from the $9.6 bil¬ 
lion recorded in 2007-08.

Crash victim back in Edmonton

FUNDING The only surviving

On the last day of an 
international media 
briefing on the 2010 
Olympics, Dave Diewert 
was hoping some journal¬ 
ists would be able to see 
beyond the city’s scenic 
skyline and construction 
sites. 

“The voice needs to get 
out,” said Diewert, a mem¬ 
ber of the group Streams 
of Justice. 

“Two hundred journal¬ 
ists from around the world 
arrived for a few days of 
sightseeing and looking at 
the Olympic venues ... it’s 
to them we wanted to raise 
awareness.” 

A roughly 12-person 
protest yesterday at Cana¬ 
da Place and later on Main 
Street sought to rally 
against the negative im¬ 


pact the Games has on the 
poor and vulnerable of B.C. 

“It’s a train wreck,” 
Diewert said. 

According to an Olympic 
resistance group, home¬ 


lessness has increased dra¬ 
matically since Vancouver 
won the bid and 1,200 low- 
income housing units in 
the Downtown Eastside 
have been lost since 2003.

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FEMA warns 
of giant U.S.

REPORT People in a vast seis¬ 
mic zone in the southern 
and midwestem U.S. would 
face catastrophic damage if 
a major earthquake struck, 
a government report said 
yesterday. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency said if 
earthquakes strike in the 
New Madrid Seismic Zone, 
they would cause “the high¬ 
est economic losses due to a 
natural disaster in the Unit¬ 
ed States.” 

FEMA predicted a large 
earthquake would cause 
“widespread and cata¬ 
strophic physical damage” 
across Alabama, Arkansas, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Missouri and 
Tennessee — home to some 
44 million people. 

The zone is subject to fre¬ 
quent mild earthquakes. 

Experts have long tried to 
predict the likelihood of a 
major quake like those that 
struck the zone in 1811 and 
1812. They shifted the 
course of the Mississippi 
River and rang church bells 
on the East Coast but 
caused few deaths amid a

Orbiter has revealed: Vast Martian glaciers of ice under protec¬ 
tive blankets of rocky debris at much lower latitudes than any 
ice previously identified on the Red Planet.

And the Stamps’ 
defensive unit, sparked by 
linebacker JoJuan Armour 
and lineman Mike Labinjo, 
was the stingiest in the CFL 
this season. The B.C. Lions 
couldn’t even notch a TD 
against Calgary in last 
week’s Western final, and 
that’s unusual in the high- 
scoring CFL. Calgaiy’s de¬ 
fence subscribes to a bend- 
but-don’t-break mentality, 
drummed into the unit by 
defensive co-ordinator 
Chris Jones, who spent the 
past seven years as a Mon¬ 
treal assistant coach. Jones 
is entirely familiar with 
the tendencies of Als quar¬ 
terback Anthony CalviUo. 

• A clutch kick could do 
the trick. The Stamps’ San¬ 
dro DeAngelis led the CFL 
in scoring this season. He 
also established himself as 
the league’s most depend¬ 
able kicker. And clutch 
field goals historically have 
been key — and often dra¬ 
matic — components of 
Grey Cup victories. Als 
kicker Damon Duval is no 
slouch and his relationship 
with club president Larry 
Smith (Duval married 
Smith’s daughter) isn’t the 
only reason he is on the 
Montreal roster.

With an established fan 
base — mainly populated 
by teenage girls — the lit¬ 
erary phenomenon Twi¬ 
light is already 
guaranteed an audience 
in theatres. 

Chances are, that ready¬ 
made audience will like 
the film, but sadly, anyone 
hoping for a youth fantasy 
that can crossover to gen¬ 
eral audiences, a la Harry 
Potter, will be disappoint¬ 
ed. 

It’s not that Catherine 
Hardwicke’s film is terri¬ 
ble, it’s just a movie with a 
very selective audience ap¬ 
peal. 

Kristen Stewart stars as 
Bella, a young girl who 
moves to a small town and 
becomes instantly capti¬ 
vated by a classmate 
named Edward (Robert 
Pattinson), who is part of a 
very peculiar and insular 


family known as the Cul¬ 
lens. 

As Bella becomes more 
attracted to Edward, she 


discovers that the Cullens 
are a clan of vampires ... 
but very safe emo-vam- 
pires who only drink ani¬ 


mal blood and spend most 
of their time silently emot¬ 
ing and looking pretty 
rather than preying on 


helpless victims. 

Thus begins an epic tale 
of forbidden love that has 
made the hearts of mil¬ 


lions of teenage girls 
swoon. 

The main problem with 
the film is how completely 
uninteresting Edward can 
be. All he seems to be capa¬ 
ble of doing is appearing 
simultaneously attractive 
and emotionally conflict¬ 
ed. 

It also doesn’t help that 
forbidden vampire love 
has been a cornerstone of 
the genre since Dracula, 
making the plot very old 
and predictable. The only 
curveball is the fact that 
this story takes place with 
contemporary teens 

(hence the fan base). 

Catherine Hardwicke is 
a talented filmmaker (see 
Thirteen) and fills the 
movie with enough excit¬ 
ing visuals to keep things 
entertaining while coaxing 
solid performances out of 
the cast. But it’s just not 
enough to elevate the film 
above a predictable story¬ 
line. 

That said, if you’re a fan 
of the franchise you’ll 
probably enjoy the movie. 
However, if you’re one of 
the many asking, “What’s 
this Twilight thing all 
about?” then you should 
skip the film. You’re better 
off not knowing.

FEATURE Seth Gordon burst 
onto the scene last year 
with the brilliant docu¬ 
mentary The King Of Kong 
about a pair of grown men 
fighting over the top score 
on the original Donkey 
Kong. 

It was inevitable that he 
would transition into Hol¬ 
lywood after the film, but 
nobody could have predict¬ 
ed that it would happen so 
quickly. Before King Of 
Kong even debuted on 
DVD, Gordon was hired to 
direct the comedy Four 
Christmases — with an all- 
star cast including Vince 
Vaughn, Reese Wither¬ 
spoon, Robert Duvall and 
Sissy Spacek. 

“Vince Vaughn had seen 
The King Of Kong and 1 
think he responded well to 
it. He showed it to Reese 
and they asked to see me,” 
said Gordon. “1 barely had 
time to review the script. 1 
actually read it on the 
plane to L.A. Then 1 told 
them my first instincts 
about the stoiy and found 
that we were very similarly 
minded about the prob¬ 


lems with the script.” 

Gordon then worked 
with the stars to make 
something that was true to 
their feelings about fami¬ 
lies and the holidays. 
Opening next Friday, the 
film is about a couple 
forced to visit their dys¬ 
functional families for 
Christmas after avoiding 
them for years. 

“1 think it’s in some 
ways the opposite of a tra¬ 
ditional Christmas movie 
because the characters are 
anti-family anti-marriage, 
and anti-kids,” says Gor¬ 
don. “1 guess my own per¬ 
sonal attitudes about mar¬ 
riage and kids is closer to 
the protagonists than 1 was 


ready to admit. 1 think it’s 
very informed by our per¬ 
sonal experiences, al¬ 
though 1 won’t say what is 
loosely based on specific 
things.” 

Making Four Christ¬ 
mases was obviously quite 
different from making a 
low budget documentary 
and Gordon admits that it 
was quite a challenge. 

“It was such a leap and 
the movies have almost 
nothing in common,” he 
said. “It was a great oppor¬ 
tunity that 1 couldn’t re¬ 
sist. I’ll definitely do some 
more comedies in the fu¬ 
ture, but this was a great 
one to get to cut my teeth 
on.”

REVIEW 1 must admit my 
initial reaction to John Tra¬ 
volta voicing a cute, cuddly 
puppy in Bolt wasn’t one 
of anticipation. To me, it 
seemed a role fit more for 
Zac Efron than Danny 
Zuko but then. Bolt is not 
your average animated hit. 

The movie starts off be¬ 
nign enough: A young girl 
named Penny (voiced by 
Miley Cyrus) falls in love 
with a pet store pup 
named Bolt (John Travolta). 
But it just as suddenly 
jumps five years and into 
the framework of what 
might be best described as 
a James Bond movie for 
Jack Russell Terriers. 

Here, we find out Bolt is 
not only gifted with pow¬ 
ers that include a “super¬ 


bark,” but that the show¬ 
biz doggy doesn’t realize 
its all part of a TV produc¬ 
tion. However, after Bolt is 
accidentally shipped across 
America, he discovers his 
true mortality and must 
journey home to his 
beloved owner. 

Essentially, this tale 
about the unyielding loyal¬ 
ty of canines is as charm¬ 
ing and heart-tugging as 
any Disney movie out 
there. Even better, the film 
excels in skill, depth and 
maturity equaling that of 
Wall-E and Ratatouille. Not 
really surprising since 


Pixar’s brilliant chief John 
Lasseter is now running 
Disney’s animation depart¬ 
ment as well. 

While reticent about Tra¬ 
volta, his voice is actually a 
comforting fit for the disil¬ 
lusioned doggy. But Dis¬ 
ney’s story artist-turned- 
voiceover talent Mark Wal¬ 
ton is the true scene-steal¬ 
er in Bolt. Playing a hefty 
hamster that joins his TV 
idol on the cross-country 
trek, Walton’s Rhino is 
sure to have audiences 
screaming “fully awe¬ 
some” and giving Bolt a big 
boost at the box office.

The very name conjures 
images of a screen filled 
with a vast, open prairie 
lit by a glorious, 
breathtaking sunset. Or 
maybe an imposing old 
guy with a full beard, with 
the power of God at his 
fingertips, ready to part 
the sea with the wave of a 
staff. 

Add an overblown, melo¬ 
dramatic soundtrack, and 
ladies and gentlemen, you 
have — drum roll, please — 
an epic movie. Cue the 
horn blast! Crash the C 3 mi- 
bals! 

“They always seem to 
have those big, symphonic 
scores,” associate professor 
of film Patricia Gruben says 
on the phone from Simon 
Fraser University in Van¬ 
couver. But there are other 
things an epic movie re¬ 
quires. Check out the me¬ 
dia release for the latest 
epic, Baz Luhrmann’s Aus¬ 
tralia: “With his new film, 
Luhrmann is painting on a 
vast canvas, creating a cine¬ 
matic experience that

brings together romance, 
drama, adventure and spec¬ 
tacle,” Gruben says. 

“It looks like it’s got all 
the ingredients,” she says 
about Australia. “There’s 
got to be a love stoiy in 
there somewhere, in eveiy 
big-budget movie. But with 
these epic films, there’s al¬ 
ways the personal stoiy and 
then the bigger (story). 

“Even if it’s a love stoiy 
like Dr. Zhivago or Gone 
With the Wind, it’s against 
this kind of historical back¬ 
drop.” 

Australia, set in World 
War 11, stars Nicole Kidman 
as an English aristocrat 
who travels Down Under to 
save land she inherited. But 
to do so, she needs the help 
of a rugged local (Hugh 
Jackman). Do you think op¬ 
posites will attract? 

The landscape of Aus¬ 
tralia is also veiy much a 
part of the picture. Now, 
Jackman won’t be parting 
any seas like Charlton Hes¬ 
ton did as Moses in The Ten 
Commandments, but visu¬ 


als are integral to an epic. 
So is connecting with your 
audience. 

“It’s got to have some 
kind of mythic dimension,” 
Gruben says. “It’s got to tell 
us something about our¬ 
selves as a cultural group or 
as a nation.” 

Just as The Ten Com¬ 
mandments appealed to a 
religious audience, so goes 
Australia for Australians. 
Luhrmann, Kidman and 
Jackman are all Aussies. So 
if you can connect with 
people through their eyes, 
ears and heart, you’re talk¬ 
ing about a movie of epic 
proportions. 

“1 think the spectacle is 


part of it,” Gruben says 
about the appeal of epics. 
“And 1 think veiy much a 
part of it — the ones that 
work, work on the basis of 
making us feel included in 
something, make us feel 
part of some larger idea.”

Kidman, Jackman jumped at 
chance to work on Australia 


FEATURE Red carpets were 
rolled out in Sydney and 
the dusty outback on Tues¬ 
day for the world premiere 
of the epic movie Australia 
which aims to showcase 
the rugged continent, its 
history and indigenous 
people to the world. 

Director Baz Luhrmann’s 
ambitious and grandly 
named film, the most ex¬ 
pensive made in Australia, 
Australian co-stars Nicole 
Kidman and Hugh Jackman 
have both carved out lucra¬ 
tive Hollywood careers but 
jumped at the chance to 
work with Luhrmann. 

“The hardest thing was 
finishing it,” Jackman told 
a news conference, adding 
that playing a drover or 
cowboy in the movie was 
the “greatest role 1 have 
ever had.” 

Australia is pinning high 
hopes on the romantic ad¬ 
venture which Luhrmann 
said he had filmed in the 
style of Gone With The 
Wind and hoped would be¬ 
come part of Australian 
film histoiy. 

Kidman, 41, who worked 
with Luhrmann on his last 


and third movie Moulin 
Rouge in 2001, said making 
Australia was a “once in a 
lifetime thing” for her. 

“Rarely do you get to 
make a film that you have 
dreamed of doing since you 
were little, which will be 
part of Australian cinema,” 
said Kidman. “This is a cele¬ 
bration for me and hope¬ 
fully for this country.” 

Asked about several 
steamy kissing scenes with 
Jackman, Kidman joked: 
“Obviously we were in 
character, but it was good 
to go to work.” 

The two-hour, 40-minute 
long movie, which is re¬ 
ported to have cost News 
Corp’s 20th Centuiy Fox 
about $130 million US, is a 
World War 11 drama set in 
stunning Australian land¬ 
scape. 

The stoiy is about an 
English aristocrat who trav¬ 
els to Australia and joins 
forces with a drover and an 
Aboriginal child to drive a 
herd of cattle across Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Australia opens in Cana¬ 
da on Wednesday.

REVIEW The Last Mistress is 
being marketed as a cos¬ 
tume drama, but with not¬ 
ed provocatrix Catherine 
Breillat at the helm, it’s no 
surprise the clothes end 
up crumpled on the floor 
at regular intervals.

whether he likes it or not. 
Argento, who has emerged 
as one of the most interest¬ 
ing actresses around, is 
ideally cast, even if the fre¬ 
quent references to Velli- 
ni’s “homeliness” seem 
ridiculous. 

Unfortunately, The Last 
Mistress falters in the last 
reel, with a would-be bit¬ 
tersweet ending that, while 
perfectly well-prepared for 
dramatically, is unsatisfy¬ 
ing — and not in the way 
it’s supposed to be.

They’ll take a journey to 
a wondrous land where a 
series of books can become 
a movie blockbuster. 
They’re about to cross over 
into the Twilight zone. 

Twilight, for the uniniti¬ 
ated, is Bufily’s worst night¬ 
mare. It’s the first in an in¬ 
sanely popular series of 
books about seventeen- 
year-old Bella Swan who 
moves to Forks, Washing¬ 
ton and finds her life in 
danger when she falls in 
love with ninety-year-old 
vampire Edward Cullen. 

The books are required 
reading for every teenage 
girl on the planet and now 
those undead literary char¬ 


acters are coming to life 
on the big screen in what 
will undoubtedly be the 
weekend’s number one 
film. Vampires, despite 
Buffy’s best efforts, are hot 
again. 

Until recently, vampire 
movies were stuck in a rut, 
duller than a blunt wood¬ 
en stake. Too often they re¬ 
lied on the age-old conven¬ 
tions of the genre — 
bloody fangs, holy water 
and black velvet capes — 
while eveiy other horror 
icon was given a 
makeover. 

28 Days Later gave us 
fleet footed zombies and 
Ginger Snaps suggested an 
alternate werewolf back- 
story but vampires were 
stuck in gothic Bela Lugosi 
Land. 

The undead were rein¬ 
vented for the series True 
Blood, but until recently 
interesting revisions of the 
vampire story at the 
movies were as rare as 
baked garlic at Dracula’s 
Diner. 

That’s what makes Twi¬ 
light and a new film called 
Let the Right One In so re¬ 
freshing. The latter is a 
Swedish movie about Os¬ 
kar, a bullied twelve-year 
old boy who finds love and

revenge through Eli, a 
pretty but peculiar girl 
who is also a vampire. 

Relocating the story 
from Transylvania or a gi¬ 
ant gothic castle to a snow¬ 
bound Stockholm suburb 
blows the cobwebs off of 
the traditional vampire 
tale. The setting is bright 
white, stark without a gar¬ 
goyle or coffin in sight. 

It’s a curious backdrop 
for a horror movie and the 
otherworldliness of the 
setting adds to the disqui¬ 
eting aspects of the stoiy. 

So if Twilight is sold out 
at your local theatre this 
weekend, check out Let 
the Right One In, or, dig a 
little deeper and blow the 
dust off of DVD copies of 
Tobe Hooper’s Lifeforce or 
The Hunger (David Bowie 
and Catherine Deneuve as 
elegantly wasted vamps) or 
even Blacula for a different 
take on the vampire myth.

Cornell Screams of ambition

On Nov. 4, when Barack 
Obama was marching to 
victory in the U.S. presiden¬ 
tial election, Chris Cornell 
was in Vancouver watching 
it all unfold on TV. While 
the legendary Seattle 
singer was excited by the 
results, he was especially 
moved by Canada’s reac¬ 
tion to America’s affairs. 

“1 got a sense from Cana¬ 
dians that they were 
pleased about the outcome 
as well,” he says on the 
phone from Vancouver, a 
couple days after the elec¬ 
tion. “That was really cool, 
you never know how other 
people are going to react.” 


He’s seen his fair share 
of cynicism towards Amer¬ 
ica — he lives part time in 
Paris — and he thinks Oba¬ 
ma can change the way 
people outside the States 
view his country. “It’s good 
to get away from the States 
and look back through the 
lens that other people see 
us through,” he says. 
“What happened on Tues¬ 
day changes that view an 
awful lot.” 

As excited as Cornell is 
about his new president, 
he’s got more pressing is¬ 
sues at hand. He’s current¬ 
ly on tour promoting his 
third solo album. Scream. 
It’s a vast departure from 
Soundgarden’s brooding 
grunge, or Audioslave’s 
more straight-up riff rock 


— in fact, it 
doesn’t re¬ 
semble any¬ 
thing the 
artist has 
done.
